London, Oct. 17.—Charges that United States 
destroyers violated the laws of neutrality when 
hey stood by and watched the U-53 sink British 
m erchantm en were made in the House of Lords this 
ifternoon. 
Lord Beresford declared that the appearance oi 
he destroyers on the scene made it appear that they 
were present in accordance with previous arrange­ 
ments.

Viscount Grey declared that the issue raised by 
the presence of the United States destroyers was a 
most im portant one.

stroyers facilitated the operations ot the U-boat by 
getting out of the way.
